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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The request for reconsideration has been 
considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance because Applicant's argument is not persuasive. Specifically, 
Applicant argues that McHale's system is incapable of dynamically determining an access technology for communication from among a 
plurality of access technologies. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant keeps regarding XDSL as a single access technology; it is true only when the letter "X" in 
the word XDSL is replaced by letters "A" or "S" or "H" or "V" (see McHale: col. 2, lines 25-45). However, because McHale's system is able 
to deal with signals modulated with ADSL, SDSL, HDSL and VDSL technologies (each of which needs a different type of modem), the 
system has clearly demonstrated its capability of handling a plurality of access technologies. A useful hint might help: consider McHale's 
server as one that is installed in an ISP, wherein each end user may subscribe a single technology chosen from the various XDSL 
technologies, but the server must be able to handle all of the access technologies used by its customers. 

Applicant is further noted that there has been no specific definition as what constitutes an access technology. On the other hand, 
Applicant regards ADSL as a single access technology at paragraph 0005. As such, McHale's XDSL, which collectively representing 
ADSL, SDSL, HDSL and VDSL, represents a plurality of access technologies. 



For at least the above reasons, it is submitted that the prior art reads on the claims. 
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
